Although the stewardis assigned by mother department 
of the administration, and his duties remain striotly 
in the interest of his mess hall, there mst be ocoop= 
eration and understanding between the blook manager and 
the steward. Consequently, in my conviotion, without 
this most vital understanding no blook oan maintain 
peace and harmony. . 

Each should realize that he has a job to do and his 
aim should be to doit well. That is the greatost 
oontribution he can make to a successful ocommnity.
